Male applicants are questioned on 
their war record and those who have been in English or American captivity 
are rejected. 


2, The head of the school is Lt. Col. (or Major?) Martens, Other menbers of the 
faculty are Major Novyaiko, Captain Rukev, Major Semenov, Major Patant,,/Major 
Lesev, and Captain Sesoev. Guest lecturers have included Dr. Wilhelm Kulz of 
the LDP, Otte Grotewohl, Max Fechner, Fritz Oelssner, Paul Wandel, and Alfred 
Lemits of the SED, and Prof. Dr. Tiburtius, Dr. Friedensturg, Otto Nitske 
(peasumably Nugehke), and Prof. Dr. Alfred Mensel of the CDU. 


3, The faculty endesvors to win converts to conranism., several students 
at the first two courses, who had attended ss mambders of the FDd, 
oined: the SED after comnleatine the enusse. The instructors atte:gt 
bo prevail upon the non-b students by force of logic without re- 
sorting to bombastic nropaganda. Vhe non-SED students are given 
preferential treatment in the seminars. If an S"D member attempts 
to join the discussion, he is usually silenced by the instructor 
with a gesture or with the remark. "Ve know your opinion already . 

The students are civen theater tickets for their week-ends in Berlin, 
they ere allowed to travel freely, and their mail is not censored. 

The. receive excellent food. compensaticn for their time, and 120 Ry per 
month fmepocket money. As o resuitt of this treatment and in raspor se 

to the rather hich intellectual level of instruction. several stodants 
from the bourgeous parties have unnounced tielr intertion of 
jcining t:2 SED unon cempletion of the course. It has been 
hinted that all graduates are to be assigned positions in the 
"Soelety for the -twiy of the Culture of the L35R", The higher 
positions are reserved for frraduates iho bel theo 
FoI. 
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
